Lady Henry Somerset's visit to Amer- 


ica has already had great results. It liaa 
brought home to her own mind an over- 
whelming conviction that women must 
play an active and prominent part in all 
moral reforms, and that they can never 
fully exort thoir legitimate influence un- 
less they enjoy the parliamentary as well 
as the municipal franchise. 
Under the 


influence of this conviction Lady Henry 
has effected something like a revolution 
in the British Women's Temperance as- 
sociation. She has persuaded them to 
favor women's suffrage, with a view to 
inoro active temperance effort than tem- 
perance women in this country have 
hitherto made. Under the same deep 
conviction bhe herself has consented to 
be one of the progressive candidates for 
the executive committee of tho Ladies' 
Liberal National association. 


The progressive candidates are all in 


favor of making women's suffrage an es- 
sential part of the work of the organiza- 
tion. Lady Honry Somerset has seen 
that women in America have in some 
directions rendered greater services to 
temperance reform and other moral 
movements than the women of England 
have hitherto attempted. There is every 
prospect that under hor wise and power- 
ful initiative we are about to see a groat 
.lovclopment of women's work in the 
direction of Christian legislation.—Lon- 
:lon Methodist Times.

It is difficult for me to express my ap- 


preciation of the honor which you have 
cooft-rred upon me. 
When the unexpected 


announcement was made to me yesterday 
ufteinoon that I might be selected as the 
presiding officer of this congress, I at first 
declined, stating that I would rrefer to be 
on the floor in the contest which might 
arise, rather than iu a poaition ol a quasi 
judicial character, and preferred that this 
position should be given to the distin- 
guished gentleman from Colorado, whose 
great labort in the cause of silver entitled 
him to it. That gentleman, however, SAW 
fit to as strenuously decline it as myself,and 
in the dilemma thi re was nothing for me to 
do bat to nocept. I must say that my ac- 
ceptance was rather strengthened thismorn- 
ing by reading over the speech of Mr 
Srarles of California, who was selected to 
preside at the first session of the mining 
congress, held last year in Denver, Colo- 
rado. 
He also was afflicted with similar 


modesty, and when the announcement 
was made to him he declined. One of the 
representatives from his State, however, 
said to him, so he declares in hia speech:

was elected npon a p'atform which called 
for the use of gold and silvar, the D«mo- 
ora'io plulform of that campaign, in obedi- 
ence to the will of its master, being en- 
tirely aiient on the subj ct.

ber Ihe attempts that were made by tbe 
Republican 
administration partially to 


mei-t, but really to evade, the issue.

remember the famous 


BULLION BKDEMITION LAW 


Which made silver a mere commodity, 
which was favored by Secretory W'ndom, 
tiH the weak friend of silver, bat which 
was filially amended so as to relieve silver 
in a large degree of its quality as a mere 
commodity, aud restore it in part to an en- 
larged moaetHry use. 


You are fnmilmr with the history of the 


conventions which have recently met, both 
of which have been obliged to yield to the 
prevailing sentiment of the country, and 
to express their will iu favor of bi-metallio 
coiuuge, a thing which has not b^en ex- 
plicitly dono in any convention for yearn, 
und yet which studiously avoid"d to de- 
clare thomse'vea in favor of free coinage, 
though fr')fl co'nige is not inconsistent 
with the rl, claration iu eith.-r p'utform. 
You know th'it as matters now stand, judg- 
ing by the past and by experinncp, that if 
either Mr. Harrison or Mr. Cleveland is 
elected, and a free coinage bill 13 passed,

and send it oa to the House of Representa- 
tives at Washington, whore the result is 
announced. 
So that we have a period of 


at least two months between the election 
in November, and the election by the elec- 
toral college in January, in which to ascer- 
tain results, and to determine on mode of 
action. 


My judgment is that we should attempt, 


in these mining States at least and the ad- 
joining States—iu the Stales of Colorado, 
Wyoming Montana, Idaho, Nevadu and 
Washington, States apgri g'ltiuR nineteen 
votes at least, to preserve in a m-a-uro the 
independence of judgmHnt of the electoral 
college.
